Washington.— Following Is the full 
text of the American reply to the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian note regarding exporta- 
tion of arms and ammunition from the 
United States to the allies: 

"The Secretary of State to Ambassa- 
dor Penfleld, Department of State, 

Washington, August 12, 1915. 

"Please present a note to the Royal 
Foreign Office In reply to Its note of 
June 29, In the following sense: 

"The Government of the United 
States has given careful consideration 
to the statement of the Imperial and 
Royal Government In regard to the 
exportation of arms and ammunition 
from the United States to the coun- 
tries at war wi%Austrla-Hungary and 
Germany. The Government of the 
United States notes with satisfaction 
the recognition by the Imperial and 
Royal Government of the undoubted 
fact that Its attitude with regard to 
the exportation of arms and ammuni- 
tion from the United States Is prompt- 
'd by Its Intention to ‘maintain the 
rallty and to conform to 
the letter of the provisions of Interna- 
tional treaties, but is surprised to And 
the Imperial and Royal Government 
Implying that the observance of the 
■trlct principles of the law under the 
conditions which have developed In 
the present war Is insufficient and as- 
serting that this Government should 
go beyond the long-recognised rules 
governing such traffic by neutrals and 
adopt measure to ‘maintain an attitude 
of strict parity with respect to both 
belligerent parties.' 

"To this assertion of an obligation 
to change or modify the rules of Inter- 
national usage on account of special 
conditions the Government of the Uni- 
ted States can not accede. The recog- 
nition of an obligation of this sort, un- 
known to the International practice of 
the past, would Impose upon every 
neutral nation a duty to sit In Judg- 
ment on the progress of a war and to 
restrict Its commercial Intercourse 
with a belligorent whose naval suc- 
cesses prevented the neutral front 
trade with the enemy. 

"The contention of the Imperial and 
Royal Government appears to be that 
the advantages gained to a belligorent 
by Ha superiority on the sea should be 
equalized by the neutral powers by 
the establishment of a system of non- 
intercourse with the victor. The Im- 
perial and Royal Government coniines 
Its comments to arms and ammuni- 
tion, but, if the principle for which It 
contends Is sound, It should apply with 
equal force to all articles of contra- 
band. 

“A belligerent controlling the high 
teas might possuss an ample supply 
of armB and ammunition, but be in 
want of food and clothing. On the 
novel principle that equalization Is a 
neutral duty, neutral nations would be 
obligated to place an embargo on such 
articles because one of the belligerents 
could not obtain them through com- 
mercial Intercourse. 

"But, If this principle, so itrongly 
urged by the Imperial. and Royal Gov- 
ernment, should he admitted to obtain 
by reason of the superiority of a bcl-, 
Ugerent at sea, ought It not td operut/j 
equally as to a belligerent superior oft] 
land? Applying tilts theory of equali- 
sation, a belligerent who lacks the nec- 
essary munitions to contend sitccess- 
ftilly on lamj ought to he permitted to 
purchase them from neutrals whiile a i 
belligerent with an abundance of 
altores or with the 'mwor to proil 
them should be delnirrad from.

“During the Boer war between 
Great Britain and the South African 
republics, the patrol of the coaBts of 
neighboring neutral colonies by Brit- 
ish naval vessels prevented arms and 
ammunition from reaching the Trans- 
vaal or ihe Orange Free State. The 
allied republics were In a situation 
almost Identical In that respect with 
that In which Austria-Hungary and 
Germany find themselves at the pres- 
ent time. Yet, In spite of the com- 
mercial isolation of one belligerent, 
Germany sold to Great Britain and 
the other belligerent hundreds of 
thousands of kilos of explosives, gun- 
powder, cartridges shot and weapons; 
and It is known that Austria-Hungary 
also sold similar munitions to the 
INSISTS THAT 1 Bame Purchaser, though In small quan- 
' titles. 

"While, as compared with the pres- 
ent war, the quantities sold were 
small, the principle of neutrality in- 
volved was the same. If at that time 
Austria-Hungary and her present ally 
had refused to sell arms and ammuni- 
tion to Great Britain on the ground 
that to do so would violate the spirit 
of strict neutrality, the Imperial and 
Royal Government might with great- 
er consistency and greater force urge 
its present contention. 

"It might be further pointed out 
that during the Crimean war large 
quantities of arms and military stores 
were furnished to Russia by Prussian 
manufacturers; that during the re- 
cent war between Turkey and Italy, 
os this Government Is advised, arms 
and ammunition were furnished to the 
Ottoman Government by Germany; 
and that during the Balkan wars the 
belligerents were supplied with mu- 
nitions by both Austria-Hungary and 
Germany.

"While these latter cases are not 
analogous, as in the case of the South 
African war, to the situation of Aus- 
tria-Hungary and Germany in the 
present war, they nevertheless clear- 
ly Indicate the long-established prac- 
tice of the two empires In the matter 
of trade in war supplies. 

"In view of the foregoing state- 
ments, this Government is reluctant 
to believe that the Imperial and Royal 
Government will ascribe to the United 
States a lack of impartial neutrality 
In continuing its legitimate trade in 
all kinds of supplies used to render 
the armed forces of a belligerent effi- 
cient, even though the circumstances 
of the present war prevent Austria- 
Hungary from obtaining such supplies 
from the markets of the United States, 
which have been and remain, so far 
as the action and policy of this Gov- 
ernment are concerned, open to all 
belligerents alike. 

“But, in addition to the question of 
principle, there Is a practical and sub- 
stantial reason why the Government 
of the United States has, from the 
foundation of the republic to the pres- 
ent time, advocated and practiced un- 
restricted trade in aims and military 
supplies. It has never been the pol- 
icy of thlB country to nfhlntain In 
time In peace a large military estab- 
lishment or stores of arms and am- 
munition sufficient to repel Invnsion 
by a well-equipped and powerful en- 
emy. It has desired to remain at 
peace with all nations and to avoid 
any appearance of menacing such 
peace by the threat of its armies and 
navy. In consequence of this stand- 
ing policy the United States would, 

In the event of attack by a foreign 
power, be at the outset of the. war se- 
riously, If not fatally, embarrassed by 
the lack of arms and ammunition and 
by the lack of means to produce them 
in sufficient quantities to supply the 
requirements of national defense. 
The United States has always depend- 
ed upon the right and power to pur- 
chase anus and ammunition from neu- 
tral nations In case of foreign attack. 
This right, which It claims for Itself. 

It can not deny to others. 

“A nation whose principle and pol- 
icy Is to rely upon international mar- 
kets and international justice to pre- 
serve its political and territorial In- 
tegrity might become the prey of an 
aggressive nation whose policy ami 
practice It Is to Increase Its military 
strength during times of peace with 
the dpg||tu of conquest, unless the na- 
tion attacked can after war had been 
declared, go Into the markets of the 
Vorld and purchase the means to do- 
lend Itself against the aggressor.

BRITISH BLOCKADE OF GERMANY IS LEGAL. 

The reply of the British foreign office to our protest, 
against Great Britain interfering with .our shipments of 
goods to neutral countries, was received last week, and as 
was expected she denied the American contention. 

Great Britain contends that she maintains a legal 
blockade of Germany, and a legal blockade means an “ef- 
fective blockade,” When one government, while at war, 
establishes a blockade against her enemy, £hat blockade is 
only legal, according to international law, as long as it is 
effective. If the blockade is eluded by ten per cent of the 
ships who try to run it, then the blockade is ineffective, 
and therefore illegal. It is very certain that Germany has 
not sent a merchant vessel out to sea since the fourth of 
August, 1914, so therefore the British blockade against 
Germany is most thoroughly and overwhelmingly effective 
and it is therefore indisputably legal. In 1870 Germany 
captured Paris, and thus conquered France by a seige, 
which lasted from September, 1870 till near the end of the 
winter of 1871; Paris, half starved, surrendered to Ger- 
many, which like a highwayman held her up for one bil- 
lion two hundred million dollars indemnity, three times 
the cost of her war; and wrested her choicest provinces, 
Alsace and Loraine, from her besides. Most magnani-
